The ten St. Louis shoe manufacturing 
companies whose factories have been 
idle for five weeks because of a strike 
of cutters and a sympathetic walkout of 
the other employes will reopen their fac- 
tories Wednesday, according to a joint 
announcement issued Tuesday 

The notice is in the nature of an invi- 
tation to tne strikers to return to work. 
It reads: 

Notice.—Our tactories will open Wed- 
nesday morning, Oct. 16, 7 o'clock, and 
will want about 75 per cent of the num- 
ber of shoe workers heretofore em- 
ployed. Brown Shoe Co., Carruthers-

Sewer Pipe Broken. 
A crowbar driven between a joint Sep- 


arated the pipe. A hook inserted into 
the break was fastened by a line to the 
donkey engine on the pile driving boat 
that has been utilized in the rescue 
work. The engine was started and tore 
the pipe further apart. 





At 1 o’eciock a street railway rail was 
thrust into the pipe. A cable was at- 
tached to the protruding end. The en- 
gine staggered with the effort to rend 
the remaining pipe. The rail tore its 
way through the iron casting until with- 
in a few feet of the sewer mouth. 
Just at this point the shoe of the dead 
boy appeared and the cry of discovery 
followed. One of. the workmen caught 
the shoe and drew the body from the 
pipe. The father covered his face and 
was led to the house of the South Side 
Fishing and Hunting Club, nearby. Oth- 
er men tenderly lifted the body and bore 
it through the rear entrance of the club 


building.

Physician Who Exhumed Body 
Denies Pet Magill Had 
Heart Disease.

DECATUR, IIL, Oct. 15.—Judge Coch- 
ran today refused the request of the de- 
fense in the Magill murder trial te take 
the case from the jury. He decided to 
have the case go te the jury and ordered 
the trial to proceed. 

The State closed its presentation of 
testimony at 10 o’clock this morning. 


The attorney for the defense then 
filed a demurrer to the’ evidence 
and asked the Court to _ instruct 
the jury. to return a verdict of not 
guilty. The jury was sent from the 
courtroom and the demurrer was argued 
by the lawyers for both sides. 

The defense argued that in a murder 
cause two things must be proven—the 
death of the person alleged to have been 
murdered, and the fact that the death 
was brought about by the criminal 
‘agency of the accused person. The de- 
fense argued that there was not a scrap 
of evidence pointing to the guilt of the 

ecused. It was established beyond 
doubt, the lawyers said, that Pet Magill 

of chloroform poison. Pinned to 
the bosom of her night dress was a lit- 
tle bag, ‘2ud in that bag was a letter 
proven, the defense argued, to have been 
in the handwriting of the dead woman, 
and saying that she had committed sui- 
‘cide. 'The defense characterized the bulk 
of the testimony introduced against the 
_ accused as ‘‘gossip of long-nosed wom- 
en,”’ as “hogwash and gabbie.”’ 
Says Motive Was Proved. 

The State’s Attorney declared in his 
argument that a motive for the mur- 
Ger of Pet Magill by Fred and Faye had 
been clearfy proven. For a year Fred, 
@ married man, had been courting Faye, 
@ young girl, and his visits to her were 
so frequent that the storekeeper for 
whom she worked had to remonstrate. 
-“TIt has been my experience,’’ said Mr. 
Redmon, “that when a man of 40 be- 
comes infatuated with a girl of 20, if 
there is anything on earth that will 
cause him to make a fool of himself, 
that will. His infatuation will cause 
him te violate all the laws of common 
sense and decency. 

“Fred Magill and Faye Graham were 
infatuated With each other. But there 
was one stumbling bleck in the way to 
the gratificatien of their desires. They 
couldn’t get married while the wife was 
alive. Fred could net get a divorce from 
her because she had done nothing wrong 
and in order fer him te marry Faye 
Pet Magill had to be disposed of. 

“To the pure weman nothing is so 
sacred as the sanctity of her home. her 
character and the purity of her chil- 
dren. 

“Pet Magill was tied to a man whose 
morals were loose. His conduct had 
driven her to distraction. He brought 
his mistress into his home to associate 
with his wife, and he did it to drive 
her to suicide. He wished her te com- 
mit suicide. If, instead of doing some- 
thing to prevent it, he did something 
to encourage her to do it, if he went 
on and drove her to. suicide, then, 
under the laws of Illinois, he is guilty 
ef‘murder, and the case ought to be 
submitted to a jury. 

“The malice consists in the desire for 
the wife to kill herself, and if Fred 
Magill or Faye Graham did or said one 
thing to encourage her to kill herself, 
they are guilty.’’ 


Doctor Last Witness, 

The last witness for the State was 
Dr. W. A. Evans of Chicago. He was 
one of the doctors who performed the 
autopsy on the body of Mrs. Pet Magill. 

He testified today that they went to 
the cemetery at midnight and took the 
body from its grave and examined all 
the vital organs. The body had been 
buried then more than a month. Dr 
Evans said: | 

“We examined closely 
heart, hongs, stomach, 
other organs. All 
normal condition.” 
' The family Physician of the Magills 
had testified earlier in the trial that 
Mrs. Pet Magi: had heart disease. Dr 
Evans was asked if the heart was dis- 
eased. He answered: 

“Her heart was healthy and normal 

There was nothing the matter with tt, 
no disease of eny kind.” pi 

Dr. Evans made a micriscopical ex- 
amination of the lungs. He was asked 
if they were congested or tf they showed 
any signs of chloroform poisoning. 

“It was impossible to determine,” he 
answered. “The lungs of a person dying 
of chloroform inhalation will be con- 
gested, but this body had been em- 
balmed with formaline, and that fluid 
destrovs all trace of lung congestion. It 
was impossible for us to determine the 
cause of death."’

W. G. Garrels, president of the Frank- 
lin Bank, was cross-examined Tuesday 
by the attorneys for the defense in the 
trial of John H. Tennent, in Judge Wil- 
liams’ court, on a charge of obtaining 
from the bank $75,000 on a false state- 
ment. Garrels testified that when Ten- 
nent brought him the statement of the 
shoe company’s financial condition he 
went to see other bankers before making 
the loan. 

The witness testified that he called on 
President Huttig of the Third National 
Bank, and made inquiries about the 
Tennent Shoe Co. He said Mr. Huttig 
told him he thought the company was 
all right, but that he had refused to ex- 
tend its credit at the Third National 
Bank. 

Garrels said he then went to Herman 
Iiunicke of the German Savings Insti- 
tution, and inquired about the company. 
He found that bank had also refused 
to extend the company’s credit, but 
that Mr. Hunicke thought the company 
was all right. A statement purporting 
to have been O-K’d by Mr. Huttig was 
introduced in evidence, after a long ar- 
gument. 


The attorneys for Tennent questioned 
Mr. Garrels, at length regarding the 
shoe company’s account. Garrells said 
that Tennent had drawn checks on his 
current account at the bank to pay 
some of the notes, but he did not know 
whether the balance, at the time, was 
sufficient to meet the checks. 

Mr. Huttig told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Mr. Garreis cailed on hjm 
and asked him whether he _ thought 
Tennent was honest. 

“T told him,’”’ said Mr. Huttig, “‘that 
such was our opinion of him, but that 
his account Was not satisfactory, and 
for that reason we had declined to carry 
it.

HEAVY HIGHWAY TOLLS AS 
CURE FOR THE MOTORISTS 


Snglishman Would Make Travel on 
; Country Road Too Costly for 


Wealthy Even. 


LONDON, Oct. 1).—If Frederick Har- 
rison, chief of the Positivists, had his 
way, it would be cheaper for a motor- 
ist to build a highway for a single trip 
than pay the toll on a public thorougk- 
fare. 

Mr. Harrison proposed a tollgate every 
15 miles, where policemen are on guard 
to catch the time and speed and collect 
from $5 to 320 toll, according to the 
power of the machine, for use of the 
roads and maintenance of the gates, 

A trip to Brighton from London, for 
instance, would cost a high-power car 
$85 in tolls each way, while a run to 
Pertsmouth would yield $130. Only the 
wealthy would be able to visit Plym- 
outh by moter, for its 213 miles, at $20 
for every 15, would take $355, while a 
week-end trip to Edinburgh, if there 
were any motorists left, would cost $1310 
in tolls alone.

SELF-LIGHTI LIFE BUOY 


May Be of Great Service When 
Man Falls Overboard 
at Night. 

One feature of the big Lusitania 
which attracted crowds when’ she was 
open for inspection was the automatic 
life buoy which is fastened between 
decks on a slanting frame in such a 
way that it can be released by py aig 3- 
sure of a button on the bridge, says 
the Philadelphia Record. 

On each of the four arms of a large 
cross-shaped framework is a copper 
ball. These balls are so weighted that 
when the buoy strikes the water it will 
float upright. To the erossarms are 
fastened long brass cylinders. These 
cylinders are calcium carbide lights so 
arranged that they flare up by con- 
tact with the water 

Should a cry of “Man overboard” be 
raised at night the officer on the bridge 
presses the button, the buoy hits the 
water, and the lights flare up. If the 
man overboard be-a swimmer he can 
reach the buoy, to the arms of which 
loops are attac hed to aid him in keeping 
above water. The ship also has a mark 
to guide it after it has put out.

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TO ABANDON THE FREE BRIDGE? 

The Manufacturers’ Association has ambitious 
plans for a bridge, for terminals, for warehouses 
and for tunnels. No one will offer the slightest 
objection to legitimate enterprise in these direc- 
tions. | 

When the Manufacturers’ Association, however, 
appears with a proposition to merge its undertak- 
ing with the project for a free bridge which was 
officially undertaken by the people of St. Louis 
Nearly two years ago, there is occasion for em- 
phatic protest. 

The plan of the Manufacturers’ Association is 
‘plausible. It contemplates relieving the city of 
all effort and all responsibility. The association 
will market the bonds. It will locate the bridge. 
It will build the bridge. Of course, it will man- 
age the bridge anu its approaches. 

A year ago last June, by a vote of 51,984 to 





6483, the people of St. Lovis approved of the free’ 


bridge proposition and authorized a bond issue of

carried out by private enterprise and complicated 

with private enterprise is no worthy public work 
at all. | 

Furthermore, if the judgment of the people as 
to the bridge has been reversed, there is anoth- 
er excellent ~eason why it would be better to give 
up the bridge idea altogether than to surrender it 
meekly into the hands of private parties. 

- The bridge bonds have not been sold and there 

are people who sav that they cannot be sold. 
Capitulation to the Manufacturers’ Association 
would be equal to confession that St. Louis suf- 
fers not only from public fickleness, but from im- 
paired public credit. We might endure the one, 
but we must not be humiliated by the other. 

Let the Manufacturers’ Association go: ahead 
with its own bridge in its own way. The free 
bridge movement should be left to itself, to the 
initiative of the people and to the everlasting 
credit or discredit of the people who indorsed it 
overwhelmingly and then seemingly lost interest 
in it. 

Perhaps at some not distant day, having 
learned that popular government calls for popu- 
lar interest and popular sacrifice, they will re- 
turn to the subject with renewed zeal, sweeping 
away the self seekers and the obstructionists and 
insisting upon action and results.

Most people, even those who must practice the’ 
closest economy, do not relish imitation foods and 
if the sale of ruch articles has diminished, thus 
causing a great demand for the genuine, at higher 
prices, no blame can attach to the man who as- 
sisted in pointing out the deception. 

We cannot have too much cheap food that is 
wholesome and exactly what it pretends to be. 
Cheap food, however, that is loaded with power- 
ful preservatives, colored with objectionable dyes 
and flavored with questionable extracts may easily 
be dispensed with. 

Taking that kind of food products out of the 
market may have shortened the apparent supply 
temporarily and caused an increase of prices for 
legitimate goods, but it will be found also that 
their disappearance will have its compensations 
in reduced bills from the doctor and the under- 


taker. 
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WEIGHTS AND MEASURES IN ST. LOUIS. 

The annual report of the Inspector of Weights 
and Measures shows that his inadequate force 
has been able to do but a fraction of the inspec- 
tion nec2s3ary. 

In theory the scales and measures of St. Louis 
are to be inspected at frequent intervals, and once 
a vear, at the vé"¥ least but a force of five in- 
spectors has not gone over more than half the 
number at all, though dilligent work seems to 
have been done. 

By contrast with some City Hall departments 
unnecessarily enlarged, and others seeking en- 
largement for political reasons, here is a force that 
actually requires doubling and trebling for the 
public’s sake. 

Inspection of weights and measures is work 
which falls to government with peculiar and spe- 
cial propriety; it is work which ought to be done 
thoroughly and often, and for which the public 
can well afford to pay. 

Necessity for honest pecks and honest pounds 
was never so compelling as now, when trade cor- 
ruption and graft in foodstuffs are subjects of 
grave public concern and outcry. Never is the 
cheat of shorf measure or light scale more con- 
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temptible than when it supplements monopoly 
prices for the necessaries of life. of human ex- 
istence. 

If the great food Shylocks are able to exact 
their pound of flesh from the hapless consumer 
the least he can do for self-preservation is to see 
that the scale vary not the “twentieth part of 
one poor scruple” and turn not “in the estimation 
of a hair.”’

HIGH FOOD PRICES. 


From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

It is a convenient resort in the tight 
corners which discussion of the high- 
food prices may produce to lay them to 
the farmer. 

A very clear test of the distribution 
of prices can be obtained if anyone will 
compare the prices which farmers re- 
ceive for their staples on the farm with 
those which the consumer pays in the 
cities. In the discussion of the milk 
question, some nine months ago, the fact 
was brought out in strong relief that 
the sellers of milk in the cities de- 
mand a margin for their work about 
equal to the whole price which the farm- 
er gets for his milk. That is, on an 8- 
cent basis, the farmer is expected to 
breed and raise his milk cows (or pay 
the breeder for doing it), to raise or 
buy fodder, to care for and milk his 
herd, to take the milk to the station 
and pay freight to the city, all for 4 
cents, while the dealer charges 4 cents 
more for distributing the milk to the 
customers. 

There is another point which {fs preg- 
nant. 
both agricultural and business. skill 
necessary to raise their products and 
sell them direct to the consumers in the 
city; and those farmers generally make 
money. Likewise, we know of cases in 
which city consumers have found means 
of buying their eggs or butter direct 
from farmers, and they get their sta- 
ples at less than the usual retail prices. 
Neither of these operations ought to be 
as economical! as the regular commercial 
operation of bringing in the same sta- 
ples in large quantities. 

This certainly suggests that if either 
producers or consumers can devise new 
organizations for bringing farm prod- 
ucts to the consumer the margin be- 
tween agricultural receipts and city ex- 
penditures for those products ean be 
materially decreased. That decrease 
would also lessen the frequency of the 
paradox of large areas of farm land 
half tilled or not tilled at all, at the 
Same time that the cities are ‘paying 
high prices for the food which that un- 
worked land is capable of producing. 


GREAT ROOSEVELT!

Whether the junket bill of $1500, ex- 
penses of the East St. Louis aldermen 
on their recent junket to Norfolk and 
the Jamestown Exposition, was passed 
by the Hast St. Louis City Council Mon- 
day afternoon, is bothering East St.
